By the act of France, an acute diplomatic situation has 
developed. 
!U is opposed by all the other allies and the 


t.'nited States. 
France has been, ever since the war, 


when she became the victim of the perfidy of Germany, 
super sensitive of attack. Hence the French objection 
to Germany taking the field to police Ruhr, under any 
excuse, with an armed force. 


France has none, and never will have any mercy on 


Germany or the German nation.

He has 


had an influence on general business by clogging the 
mails and wasting tons and more tons of perfectly good 
paper, although Burleson would have seen to the mail 
clogging anyway, so we won't mention that. 
However 


when a church'or a combination-of churches, a college 
or a corporation, a "moving picture producer or the 
owner of a new gas well, a recruiting officer or an auto- 
mobile show, a bank or a railroad, a presidential candi- 
date or a candidate for delegate, a league to enforce 
peace or one to raise the price of peanuts, a hotel with 
a new monogram on its towels, a commissioner of im- 
migration for Canada, or: a state anxious to exploit its 
crop of onions, wants to get into the public prints, they 
or it seeks a smart Aleck who has a penchant and a 
reputation for hiding a real purpose behind nice hand- 
picked words, and pays him a princely salary and tells 
him' the supply of postage stamps is tinlimited.

No good newspaper falls for It.

interesting, it is advertising, and

certified check 


fails to accompany order. .Some of the a.gen_ts send a 
stick of electros a foot or more long. 
Others send 


matrixes which are torn to bits and discarded. And 
the corporation goes on paying the princely salary. 


The press agent forgets that the first principle of 


making- a good paper is that it is not what goes in out 
what's kept put of it that makes it good. 
The press 


agent is not only a nuisance, a non-essential citizen, but 
almost as great a waster of paper as the United States 
government itself.

' Washington, April 10.—The public 
now uses 50 times an many coins as it 
used half a decade ago. It would riot 
be a great surprise to discover .an 
increase of 10 pcrcent'or 26 percent 
in the use of nickels, dimes and pen- 
nies;, but the fact that their use has 
been multiplied by half a hundred is 
hard to account .t'o-r. 
The facts with relation to the use 


oC pennies are 
obtainable at 
the 
Treasury department in Washington. 
It is to the 'treasury that the publio 
comes for its coin: 
People doing 


business that requires the making o1* 
.change apply to their banks for pen- 
nies, nickels, 
dimes and quarters. 


The banks, that they may furnish 
this subsidiary.coin, ask tho treasury, 
or the sub-treasury, for enough of It 
to keep their stock up to the demand. 
The treasury, always' responsive to 
demand, keeps enough 
minted 
to 


meet all calls. 
' The records of the treasury show 
that for eight years including 1908- 
1935, .'the banks asked for and re- 
ceived 31,000,000 pennies. This was 
four million a year. 
It Is in comparison with this pigmy 


figure that the record o-f the last few 
months is so surprising. 
Since last 


Julv the public has been demanding 
and receiving about 60,000,000 pen- 
nies a month. It has been using 15 
times as many of them in a month 
as it formerly used in a year. 


'. 
Luxury ri'nx Did It 


The chief agency that has led to 
this prodi~ioua use of pennies is the 
revenue act of a year ago, supple- 
mented by that modern 
entertain- 


ment, the miotion picture shok. The 
tax on admissions to these entertain- 
ments required the breaking down of 
the final nickel in change every time 
any man, woman or child bought a 
ticket to a movie. 
Then there were 
similar taxes to be i paid when one 
bought soft, drinks, cigars—any of 
those articles which, under the law, 
-were luxuries. : 


The newspapers of the nation have 


doubled in price, requiring more pen- 
nies to handle the business.' Street 
car fares, for a generation so univer- 
sally live cents each, have found a 
evel in most cities between five and 
.en, and this again 
breaks 
up 
a. 
nickel and necessitates the use ot 
pennies. 
The resultant penny boom 


lias been most remarkable.

]t is interesting to take the meas- 


ure of this penny flood that is sweep- 
ing over the land. It takes ] 20 pen- 
nies to weigh a pound. On this basis, 
a. month's coinage of. RO.000,000 pen- 
nies would weigh 
500,000 pounds. 


This would load 125 big drays. To 
haul a year's output 
of 
pennies 


would require a train of freight cars 
half.a mile long. There is not a rail- 
road engine in the world that could 
pull it up a 4 percent grade. 
Pennies are S5 percent copper and 


6 percent tin and zinc, which latter 
materials decrease their tendency to 
corrode. 
A pound of the. resulting 
alloy costs about 25 cents, and the 
coin is valued at $1.20. 


Nickels Also In KemaJiil 
Though the pennies register 
the 


big increase in small 
coins 
used. 
there also has been a larger demand 
for nickels. 
Before the appearance 


of the unusual conditions that have 
grown out of the war the country, 
consumed about 28,000,000 nickels & 
year 
That number has recently in- 
creased'to about 100,000,000. 
This develops another neat task in 


manufacture 
for 
the 
government. 
When one gets behind the scenes at 
tho treasury it develops that a nickel 
Is not a nickel at all, or at any rate, 
is but one-fourth nickel. 
This con 


is largely the aame material as the 
penny. It is 75 percent ccrpper. To 
the copper is added 25 percent nickel 
which hardens the metal and domi- 
nates it in appearance. The treasury 
takes a quarter's worth of this alloy, 
puts the stamp of the government o-n 
it vand turns out four dollars worth 
of the coin of the realm. 
75 Nickels I'ci- Pound- 
It takes 75 nickels 
to 
weigh 
pound. A hundred-pound bag would 
contain 7,500 of'them and would be 
worth J375. The nickels that the na- 
tion uses in a year would require 
more than 13,000 such bags and It 
would take 166 four-ton 
trucks to 


transport them.

A short time after the Pottowa to rales left, a party 


of thirty braves, belonging to our nation, from the peace 
cnmp on the Missouri, paid us a visit. They exhibited 
five scalps, which they had taken on the Missouri, and 
•trlahod us to dance over them, which we willingly 
liolned In. They related the manner in, which they had 
taken theso scalps. 
Myself and braves then showed the 


two we had taken, near the Quiver, and told them the 
reason that induced that war party to go out; as well 
a* the manner, and difficulty wo had in obtaining these 
scalps. 


They recounted to us all that had taken place—the 


number that had been killed by the peace party, as they 
•wero called and recognized—which far surpassed what 
our warriors, who had Joined the British, had done! 
This party came for the purpose of joining the British! 
X' advised them to return to the peace party, and told 


i them, the news that the Pottowatomles had brought. 
They returned to the Missouri, accompanied by some 
of Jpy braves, whose .families were with the peace party. 


&£ter Btigar-maklng was over, in the spring, I visited 


the Fox village, at tho lead mines. They had nothing 
.to do with tho war, and were not. in mourning. I re- 
inalned there some days, and spent my time pleasantly 
with them, in dancing and feasting. I then paid a visit 
to the Pottowatomle village, on the Illinois river, and 
learned that Sa-na-tu-wa and Ta-ta-puc-key had been 
to St. Louis. Gomo told me "that peace had been made 
between his people and the Americans, and that seven 
ot his party remained with the war chief to make the 
peace stronger!" 
He then told" me that "Wash-e-own 


•WR.U dead! That he had been to the fort, to carry some 
wild fowl, to exchange for tobacco, pipes, etc. 
That 


ho had got some tobacco and a little floirr, and left the 
lore before sun-down; but had not proceeded far before 
lie was shot dead, by a war chief: who had concealed 
himself near the path, for that purpose!—and then 
dragged him to the lake and threw him in, where I 
afterwards found him. 
I have since given two horses 


and ray rifle to his relations, not to break the peace— 
which they had agreed to." 


I remained some time at the village with Gomo, and 


went with him to the fort to pay a visit to the war 
ohlef. I spoke the Pottowatomle tongue well, and was 
taken for one of their people by the chief. He treatec 
us very friendly, and said he was very much clispleasec1 
about the murder of Wash-e-own, and would find out 
and punish the person that killed him. He made some 
inquiries about the Sacs, which I answered. 


Oh my return to Rock river, I was informed that a 


pVrty of soldiers had gone up the Mississippi to build a 
fort at Prairie du. Chien. 
They had stopped near our 


village, and appeared to be friendly, and were kindly 
treated by our people. 


We commenced repairing our lodges, putting our 


village In order, ar.d clearing our corn-fields. 
We 
'i.the fields of tho party on the Missouri, among 


on condition that they should be 
owners,' when they returned from 


nearly • opposite to us. 
During the night we 'removed 


our big gun further .down, and at daylight next morn- 
ing. commenced tiring. 
"We were pleased to :eee that 


almost every fire took effect,, striking the boats nearly 
every shot. They pushed off e.a o_uick as possible; anc 
I" expected would land and give a fight. J was prepared 
disappointed!— the 
river.

They appeared friendly, and were 


well received. 
"We held a council with the -war chief. 


TTe had no intention of hurting him, or any of his 
party, or we could easily have defeated them. 
They 


remained with us all day. and used, and gave us. plenty 
of whiskey! 
During the night a party arrived, (who 


came down Rock river,) and brought us six kegs of 
powder! 
They told us that.the British had gone to 


Prairie du Chien, and taken the fort, and wished us to 
Join them In the war, which we agreed to. I collected 
my warriors, and determined to pursue the boats, which 
had sailed with a fair wind. If we had known the day 
before, we could easily have taken them all, as the war 


-chief used no precautions to prevent it. I Immediately 
started with my party, by land, in pursuit—thinking 
that some of their boats might get aground, or that the 
C4reat Spirit would put thorn-in our power, if he wished 
them taken, and their people killed! About half wa> 
up the rapids, I had a full view of__the. boats, "all sailing 
with a strong wind. 
was badly managed, 
ashore by the wind. 


I soon discovered that one boat 
and 
was suffered' to be drlven 


They landed, by running hard 


aground, and lowered their sail. The others passed on. 
This boat the Great Spirit gave us! We approached It 


;y. and fired upon the men on shore. All that 
rcould, hurried aboard, but they were unable to push 
off. 
being fast aground. 
We advanced to the river's 


bank, under cover, and commenced tiring at the boat. 
Our balls passed throug-h the plank, and did execution, 
as T could hear them screaming in the boat! I encour- 
aged my braves to continue firing. 
Several guns were 


tired from the boat, without effect. I prepared my bow 
and arrows to throw fire to the sail, which was lying on 
'the boat; and, after two or thr«: attempts, succeeded in 


matting the sail on tire. The boat was soon in flames! 
About this time, one of the boats that had passed, re- 
turned, dropped anchor, nnd swung in close to the boat 
on (Ire, and took oft* all the people, except those killed 
and badly wounded. 
We could 
distinctly see them 


passing from one boat to the other, and'flrod on them 
with good aim. We wounded the 'war chief in this way! 
Another boat now earne down, dropped her anchor, 
which did not take hold, and was drifted ashore! 
The 


other boat cut her cable and rowed down the river, 


ng their comrades without attempting to assist 


We then commenced an attack upon this boat,, 


red several rounds. Thoy did not return tlie fire, 
lught-they were afraid, or had but a small num- 


bor oil board. 
I therefore ordered a rush to the boat. 


Ip/Avl n 
IKpm. 


When we got near, they "fired, and killed two of our 
people, being all that we lost in the engagement. Some 
of their men Jumped out and pushed off the boat, and 
thus got away without losing a man! 
I had a good 


opinion of this war chief—he managed so much better 
than the others. It would give, me pleasure to shake 
him by the hand. 
* 


We now put out the fire on the captured':boat, to 


save the cargo: when a skiff was discovered coming 
down the river. 
Some of our people cried out. "here 


nomes an express from Prairie du Chien!" We hoisted 
. the British flag, but they would not land. They turned 


their HtUesboat around, and rowed up the river. 
We 


directed a few shots at them, In order to bring them to: 
but they were so far off that we could not hurt them 
I found several barrels of whiskey on the captured boat 
and knocked in their heads and emptied out the-bac 
medicine! I next found a box full of small bottles anc 
packages, which appeared to bo bad medicine also 


g^mcti as the medicine men kilt the white, people wit! 


when they get sick. This I threw into the river; an 
continuing my search for plunder, found several guns 
large barrels full of clothing, and some cloth lodges, a! 
of -which I distributed among my warriors. 
Wo 


disposed of the dead, and rer-.n-ned to the ITox village 
opposite the lower end of Rock .Island, where we put up 
ovr new lodges an;l hoisted the British flag. 
A grea 


many of our braves were dressed In the uniform cloth 
Ing which we had taken, which gave'our encampmeh 
the appearance of a regular camp of soldiers! W< 
placed out sentinels, and commenced dancing over thi 
-iralps we had f.iken. 
Soon at'ter, several/boats passed 


down: among them, a large boat carrying big guns 
Our young men followed them some distance, firing a 
thyn. but could not do much damage, more than to 
frfjpMpn them. 
We were now certain that the fort 


Prairie du Chien had been taken, as this large boat 
'went up with the first party, who built the fort. 
V 
In the course of the day some oC the British came 


down in a small boat: they had followed the large one 
thinking she would get fast in the rapids, in which case 
they were certain of taking her.. They had summoned 
her on the way down to surrender, but she refused; 
nnd now. that she had passed over the.rapids in safety, 


' all hope of taking her had vanished. 


The British landed a big gun. and g.tve us three sol- 


diers to manage it. 
They complimented us 'for OUT 


bravery in taking the boat, and told us what they hart 
done at Prairie du Chlpn; gave us a keg of rum, and 
joined with us in our dancing and feasting! 
Wo gave 


them some things which we had taken from the boat— 
Particularly books nnd papers. 
They started the next 


morning, after promising ft) return in a few days with 
a large body of soldiers. 


We went to work, under the directions of the men 


"'ft with us, tint! ting up the ground in two'places, to 
Put the !,i{- gun In, that the men might remain in with 
". and be -safe. 
Wo then sent, spies down the .river to 


reconnoitre, who sent word by a runner, that several 
boats were coming up, filled with men. 
I raarshallad 


'ny forces, and was soon ready for their arrival, and 
resolved to fight—np we hod not yet had. a .fair fight 
'"'Hh the Americiin.s during tlif war. 
The boats iirrived 


ia the evening, and stopped at a small.willow island.,, 


.. 


braves followed to watch where they landed; but.thc.y 
did not stop until they got below the X>ea Molnea rapids: 
when they landed, and commenced buUdtnir a. tort. 


I collected a few braves, and started -to" the place 


where It was reported they were making a fort. I die 
not want a fort in our country, as we wished to gro down 
In the fall, to the Two-River country, to hunt— It .being 
our best hunting ground;' and we concluded, that If this 
fort was established, we should be preventnd from going 
to our hunting ground. I arrived 1-a the vicinity of tho 
fort in the evening, and stopped for the night, on the 
peak of a high bluff. We made no fire, for fear ot belnj 
observed. 
Our younc men kept watch by turns, whilst 


the others slept. 
I was very tired, and soon went to 


sleep. 
The Great Spirit, during my elumber, told me 


to go down the bluff to a creek — that I w.ould there fine; 
a hollow tree cut down; to look Into the top of It, and 
I would see a large snake— to observe the direction he 
was looking, and I would see the enemy close by, and 
unarmed. 
In the morning, I communicated to my 


braves what the Great Spirit had told me: and took one 
of them and went down a hollow that led to the creek 
and soon came in sight of the place, on an opposite hill 
where they were building the fort. I saw a great many 
men. We crawled cautlonsly on our hands and knees, 
until we got Into the bottom — then, through the grass 
and weeds, until we reached the bank of the creek. 
Here I found 'a tree that had been cut down. I looked 
in the top of it, and saw a large snake, with his head 
raised, looking across the creek. I raised myself cau- 
tiously, and discovered, nearly opposite to me, two war 
chiefs, walking arm-in-arm, without guns. They turned 
and walked back towards the place where the men were 
working at the fort. 
In a little while they returned, 


walking Immediately towards the spot where we lay 


onccaled- — but did- not come as near as 'before. If they 


had, they would have been killed — for each of us had a 
good rifle. 
We crossed the creek, and crawled to a 


bunch of bushes. I again raised myself a little, 'to see 
if they were coming: but they went into the fort.. By 
this they saved their lives. 


We recrossed the creek, and I returned nlone — go- 


Ing up the hollow we came down. My brave went down 
the creek; arid, on rising a hill to the left of the one we 
came down, 'I could plainly see the men at work; and 
discovered, in the bottom, near the mouth of the creek, 
a sentinel walking. 
I watched him attentively, to see 


if he perceived my companion, who had gone towards 
him. 
The sentinel walked first one way and then back 


again. 
.T observed my brave creeping towards him. 


The sentinel stopped for some time, and looked In the 
direction where my brave was concealed. He laid still, 
and did not move the grass: and, as the sentinel turned 
to walk, my brave fired and he feil! 
I looked towards 


the fort, and saw that they were all in confusion — run- 
ning in every direction — some down a steep bank to a 
boat. 
My comrade joined me, and we returned to the 


rest of. our party, and all hurried back to Rock river, 
where we arrived in safety at our village. 
I hung up 


my medicine bag, put away my rifle and spear, arid felt 
as if I should not want them again, as I had no wish 
:o raise any more war parties against the whites, with- 
out they gave new provocation. 
N"othing particular 


lappened from, this time until spring, except news that 
:he fort below the rapids ' had 
been abandoned 
and 


burnt by the Americans. 


Soon after I returned from my wintering ground, we 


•eceived information that peace had been made between 
.he British ar.d Americans, and that we were required 
o make peace 'also — and were invited to go down to 
Portage des' Sioux, for. that purpose. Some advised that 
we should go down — others that we should not. 
No- 


mlte, our principal civil chief, said he would go, as soon 
as the Foxes came down from the Mines. . They came, 
and we all started from "Rock river. We had' not-gone 
far, before our chief was taken sick. We stopped with 
.him at-tfie village'On-'Heriderson riveK The Foxes went 
on; and we were to follow as soon as our chief got bet- 
ter; but he continued to get worse, .and died. 
His 


brother now became the principal chief. He refused to 
go down — saying, that if he started, lie would be taken 
sick and die, as his brother had done— which was'rea- 
sonable! 
We all concluded, that none of us- would go 


at this time. 


The Foxes returned. 
They .said they "had smoked 


the pipe of peace with the Americans, and expected 
that a war party would be sent against us, because we 
did, not go clown. This I did not believe; as the Amer-

against us. 


T-a Gutrie, and other British traders, arrived at our 


village on Rock river, in the-fall. 
X,a Gutrie told us, 


that we must go down and make peace—that it was the 
wish ot our Bnglish father. 
He said he wished us to 


go down to the Two-River country to winter—where 
game was plfAity, as there had been no hunting there 
for several years. 
~ 


Having heard that a principal war chief, with troops, 


had conte up. and commenced building a fort near 
Rapids des Moines, we consented to go down with the 
.traders, to see the American chief, and tell Jiim the 
reason why we had not been down sooner. We arrived 
at the head ot' the rapids. Here the traders left their 
goods and boats, except one, in which they accompanied 
us to the Americans. We visited the war chief, (he was j 
on board of'a boat)', and told him what we had to say— 
explaining the reason we had not been down sooner. 
He appeared angry, and talked to X.a Gutrie for some 
time. I inquired of him, what the war chief said? He 
told mo thai-, he was threatening to hang' him up On the 
yard-arm of ,his boat. 
"But," said he, "I arn not afraid 


of what he says. tHe dare not put his threats into exe- 
cution. I have done no more, than I had a right to do, 
as a British subject." 
, 


I then addressed the chief, asking permission for 


ourselves and some Menomonees. to go down to the 
Two-River country to hunt. 
He sa.id, we might gn 


down, but must return before the ice made, as he, did 
not intend that we should winter below the fort. "But." 
said he, "what do you want tlie Menomonees to go with 
vou for?" I did not know, at first, what reply to mako 
—but told him that they had a great many pretty 
sctuaws with them, and we wished them to gro with us 
on that account! 
TTe consented. \Ve all started down 


the river, and remained all winter,,as we ha.d no .Inten- 
tion- oC returning before spring, when we asked leave to 
go. We made a good hunt. 
Having loaded 'our-'trad- 


ers' boats ivith furs and peltries, they started to Mack- 
tnac. and we returned to our. village. 


'There is one circumstance which T omitted to men- 


tion, in its proper place. 
It does not .relate to, myself 


or people, but to my friend Gomo. the Pottowatomie 
chief. He came to Rock river to pay me a visit. Dur- 
ing his stay, he related to me the following story: 


"The war chieE at.Peoria is a very good man; he al- 


ways speaks thp. truth, and treats our people well. 
He 


sent for me nne day, and told me that .he was. nearly 
out of-provision, and wished me to send my yoiing men 
out to hunt, to supply his fort. 
I promised to do so; 


and immediately returned to my camp, and- told jny 
young men the wishes and wants .of the war chief. 
They readily agreed to go and hunt for our friend; 
and soon returned with about twenty fleer. 
They car- 


ried them to the fort, laid them down nt the gate, and 
returned to our camp. 
A few days afterwards, I'went 


ngaln to the tort to see if'they wanted more meat. 
-. The 


chift gave me some vowder and lead/ and said he 
\vishPd me to spnd my buntara out again. "When I re- 
lumed' to my camp, and told my young men that tho 
chief wanted more meatt, Ma-ta-tah, one of'my princi- 
pal braves, said he wottld take a party and go. across 
Uic Illinois, about one day's'travel, where ganie^ was 
plenty, and make a good hunt for our friend! the war 
chief. 
He took eight hunters with him; his wife and 


severe 1 other squaws accompanied, them. 
They had 


travelled about half the day In the ..prairie, when they 
discovered a party of white men -coming towards them 
with a drove of cattle. 
Our hunters apprehended no 


Janger. or .they would have kept out of the way of the 
vhites, (who had not yet perceived-them.) . Ma-ta-'tah 
-.hangp.d his course, as he wished to meet;and apeak to 
.he whites. As'soon as the.whites saw our party, some 
>f them put off nt full spaed, and came up to our hurit- 
•i'S. Ma-ta-tah gave up .his gun. to them, and endeav- 
ir'ecl to explain to them that he was friendly, and was 
Hinting for the war chief. They were not satisfied with 
his, 
but fired at and wounded him. He got into the 


ranch of a tree that had been blown down! to keep the 
lorses from running over him..-.
